Applicant thanks the Examiner for this courtesy, and respectfully 
traverses this position. The word topology is readily understood by those skilled in the art to refer 
to the system layout of the component parts of an engine system, much as if we were looking at 
a map of such a system. As such, Applicant believes that no express definition of the term need 
be present in the disclosure. 
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However, to avoid unnecessary delay, Applicant requests and directs that the word 
-system-- be inserted by Examiner amendment in place of all occurrences of the word "topology" 
m the claims, asserting that these two words are equivalent in meaning in this context.
